4) Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

The citation in applicant's remark (page 12) did not show the 
sub-mark' portion and sub-space portion in opposite direction and 
changing the sum of first and second lengths ( claims 1,9 and 13 ). 
Figure 4 did not label 15 and II and f igures 6A and 6B did not label 
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lengths LI and L2, therefore, citation as indicated in the remark 
is unclear cannot be understood.
